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Patriotism | 


Two things have happened recently 
that affect very definitely the econ- 
omic life and circumstances of al 
Canadians and Western Canadians in 
particular, viz. 1—The_ restrictiors 
placed upon the use of gasoline by the 
Federal Govt. and, 2—The reduction 
of the wheat harvest owing to drought 
and heat. 

One is an act of man, the other 
may be regarded as an “act of God”, 
but both constitute a chalenge to the 
faith and patriotism of Canadian cit- 
izens, 

As Canadians we all endorse the 
policy of the Dominion Government 
in its war effort, and recognize the 
fact that we are al] in the front line. 

Now the government has seen fit to 
adopt a policy for conserving the fuel 
in order that motorized and mechan- 
ized war equipment may be kept in 
action. Citizens have been asked to 
reduce gas consumption by 50 per 
cent. Sale of gasoline is prohibited on 
Sundays and for twelve hours out of 
every twenty-four. 

All truly patriotic citizens will 
readily co-operate in this national war 
effort, even though it means denying 
themselves pleasant trips on Sundays 
or during vacation, 

To prohibit the sale and use of gas- 
Oline for pleasure is like prohibiting 
the sale and use of intoxicating liquor 
for beverage purposes. There will 
doubtless be those whose reaction 
will be that of the “bootlegger”, and 
the tendency on the part of some will 
be to ignore the order of the govern- 
ment or else attempt to violate the 
the regulations thus imposed. 

Such an attitude is, of course any- 
thing but patriotic, and as the Feder- 
al authorities have suggested if the 
restrictive measure fails to gain the 
full cooperation of the public, the 
only alternative wi'l be to ration the 
use of gasoline. 

Canada as part of the British Em- 
Pire ,and any citizen who values his or 
her freedom— the freedom which is 
being defended at such cost and sacri- 
fice on the part of others, should be 
willing to forego a little pleasure in 
order that the war machine may be 
kept in constant operation. 

Paul's teaching in Romans might 
be remembered with profit. “iiulers 
are not a terror to good works but to 
the evil.” Wherefore ye must needs 
be subject, not only for wrath, but 
also for conscience sake, For this 
cause pay ye tribute also; for they 
are God’s ministers, attending con- 
tinually upon this very thing. “Render 
therefore unto Caesar the things that 
are Caesar's,” 

In accepting willingly the restric- 
tions imposed upon us, we shall not 
only be helping in the National War 
effort, but we shall be helping also 
to preserve the Sabbath as a day of 
rest for men who have been obliged 
to work seven days a week and 17 
hours a day for the convenience of the 
travelling public. After all is it not 
selfishness on the part of the public to 
require service stations and garages 
to remain open day and nigth, week- 
day and Sunday. Let us be patriotic. 
It may save not us only time and mon- 
ey but preserve our life and liberty. 

The second thing referred to is an 
“act of God” viz. the deterioration or 
destruction of th crops owing to the 
“blitzkreig” of old Sol, which invaded 
the western prairies during the week 
ending July 19th. 

This {t would seem is a challenge 
to both our patiotism and our faith.. 

Last Spring the Department of Ag- 
riculture of the Dominion Govern- 
ment advised the farmers regarding 
the problem of marketing the 1940 
wheat crop and provision for storing 
the surplus had to be made by build- 
ing annexes to the grain elevators 
and extra granaries on the farms. 
This created another problem, viz. the 
presence of mites, 

Farmers were requested to reduce 
their wheat acreage for 1941 and thus 
help to ease the problem facing the 
Nation. Statistics will show just to 
what extent the “soldiers of the soil” 
co-operated in this effort. But the fact 
remains that the crop conditions in 
the Spring on the western prairies 
promised an excellent crop year, and 
given favorable moisture conditions, 
wheat production would have been 
such as to intensify the problem of 
storage and marketing. 

Howbeit, through an act of God,

viz. a week or more of blazing sun- 
shine and lack of moisture, an other- 
wise excellent and abundant harvest 
prospect has been reduced at least 50 
Per cent, 

Thus, nature herself has stepped 
in to balance things somewhat, 

“There is a Providence that shapes 
our ends, rough hew them as we may.” 

It is interesting to remember that 
Stalin has adopted a “scorched 
earth” policy in the present conflict 
between Russia and Germany. 

Burn up everything in the path of 
the Germans rather than allow them 
to possess it. 

Even Moscow its-if is to be reduc- 
ed to ashes in case of a German vic- 
tory over the capital. 

Nature has adopted a 
earth” policy this summer for 
western prairies. 

The forces of Nature are seemingly, 
both kind and cruel. We are all de- 
pendent upon the products of the 
soil. And the “soldiers of the soil” 
constitute a regular army whose me- 
chanized forces are continually  en- 
gaged in sowing and cultivating and 
reaping, and fighting against pests 
and weeds in order that we might 
live. 

The success of this great army de- 
pends largely upon the rain and the 
sunshine, or perhaps one should say, 
on the weather conditions generally. 
It is at this point that God steps in, 
for He alone controls the forces of 
nature, 

“Back of the loaf is the snowy flour 

And back of the flour the mill, 

And back of the mill is the wheat and 
the shower 

And the sun and the Father’s will. 

Ah yes! “The Father's Will,” and 
that Will is revealed in the Bible and 
through Jesus Christ. His Son. 

But too many ignore this Divine 
Will, hence mankind, individua's and 
nations alike, find themselves in 
doubt and difficulty, danger and dis- 
tress, despair and disgrace, degrada- 
tion and devastation, “Man's extrem- 
ity is God’s opportunity.” 

“Vv” for Vie tory is the latest slo- 
gan adopted by the British ~ Empire. 
Nations are on the move. Dip'omatic 
and economic relations are rapidly 
and suddenly being disrupted. Mater- 
ial and moral resources are being mo- 
ilized to the full. The demand is for an 
all out effort by a united Democracy 
in order to preserve the great heritage 
of Christian freedom. 

But military conquest alone will not 
suffice, There must be another vic- 
tory— a victory within, a victery over 
sin, which has invaded every heart, 
every home and every nation. This 
victory alone, will ensure universal 
peace, Jealousy, envy, hatred, greed, 
selfishness, covetousness, avarice, in- 
justice, immorlity, vice — these con- 
stitute an hostile army, whose forces 
are ever seeking to occupy and dom- 
inate the citadel of man’s soul. 

To be conquered by these forces 
means the enslavement of the soul. 
The only deliverance from such slav- 
ing of sin is through the enthrone- 
ment of Jesus Christ, the Prince of 
Peace, Faith in Him is the Victory

Japan's Action Stirs U. S. 


Washington, D. C.— Vichy’s knuck- 
ling down to the Japanese occupation 
of strategic naval and air bases in 
French Indo-China, despite its element 
of pathos, is sure to stir further the 
rising anger of the American public 
toward Japan. 

Every American is thoroughly in- 
formed that what the Japanese are 
after is a foothold in Camranh Bay 
and other Indo-Chinese and Thailand 
bases from which to launch an air and 
naval attack on Singapore... Ameri- 
cans are equally well informed that if 
Singapore falls, the whole of Oceania 
as well as Asia and India will be open 
to Japanese and totalitarian domina- 
tion, The vicious totalitarian world 
circle will then be complete. 

What of Siberia? 


In short, American public opinion 
unquestionably will back the Roose- 
ve't administration to the hilt in fac- 
ing the Japanese with drawn sword. 
It does not appear, however, that the 
prospect of an open break with Japan 
may eventuate so quickly from the 
Japanese incursion into Thailand and 
Indo-China as from a northern quarter 

A union between a reactionary Rus- 
sian government and the totalitarian 
Japanese government is the real bug- 
bear of the United States state depart- 
ment. The American people as a whole 
feel it, too, though perhaps somewhat 
unconsciously, A sound instinct 
makes the national hackles rise at the 
thought of Japanese domination of 
the Pacific. It is the instinct of self- 
preservation, much more powerful in 


the case of the Japanese than the Eur- 
Opean threat, inevitably as they are 
linked together. 

Backing For F. D. R.— 

It is this fundamental instinct of his 
people upon which President Roose- 
velt is depending for backing as he 
proceeds step by step to cha lenge 
the Nazis in the east and the Japan- 
ese in the west. It is easily noticeable 
that not even the isolationists raise 
their voices in protest at such a chal- 
lenging act as barring Japanese ships 
from the use of the Panama canal; as 
a matter o ffact, American public op- 
inion has long been restless over Jap- 
anese vessels freely proceeding 
through this bottleneck of American 
safety. —Lethbridge Herald.

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Tree Distribution 
On The Prairies 


In the past 40 years the Dominion 
forestry stations at ndian Head and 
Sutherland, Saskatchewan, have dis- 
tributed a total of 180 million board 
leafed trees and 3,600,000 evergreen 
trees free to farmers, and _ shelter 
belts have been planted on 65,000 
farms in the three prairie provinces, 
This statement was made recently by 
Norman Ross, Chief of the Federal 
Tree Planting Division, in an address 
given in Saskatoon. He said there is 
still need for greater development in 
tree planting on the prairies. 


The Scots-Canadian 
Who Speaks From London 


“A Journalist pure and simple” is 
how the principal news commentator 
in the BBC's North American Service, 
J. B. MeGeachy, describes himself. A 
Scots-Canadian with the tang of both 
countries in his deep, confident voice, 
he has packed into his twenty years of 
journalism a wide experience of the 
North American continent. Three of 
his happiest years were those he 
spent as Washington, D, C., corres- 
pondent and commentator for the 
Winnipeg Free Press and the Assoc- 
jated Papers of Canada. In that cap- 
acity he covered the Roosevelt-Lan- 
don election. He has also been a Press 
Gallery man in the Canadian Parlia- 
ment at Ottawa, and a contributor to 


papers as widely separated as the 
New York Times and the English 
Manchester Guardian. 

J. B, McGeachy is of Highland 


blood, his family belonging to the 
sept of MacDonalds of Clan Ranald, 
in the southwest isles of Scotland. 
He himself was born in Glasgow, and 
spent his schooldays at the famous 
Academy of that city, The big break 
came in his fourteenth year, when he 
left for Canada in the great pre-war 
flood of emigration. 

Aiter a few more years at a Canad- 
ian public school, he started on an 
academic career at Saskatchewan Uni- 
versity, going on from there to Tor- 
Onto University and Princeton, U. 8S. 
Finally, he won a Rhodes scholarship 
to Oxford— and did not take it up- 
H is, he believes, the only man who 
has ever done so. But the lure of 
journalism caught and held him. It 
brought him to London immediately 
after Munich, and it holds him here in 
the midst of the blitz. To him it is the 
place — the criterion of the true 
journalist —- where things are hap- 
pening. But he does long for one 
thing — light. The nightly blackout 
is to him, as to many others, the 
most trying feature of the war; and 
he finds himself yearning, as he 
gropes his way to the BEC studio, fen« 
the bright lights of the Western Hem.”

RISES FROM BRUSH 
PATCH 


On August 15, 1949, a contractor's 
truck plowed through luuse sand to 
the middle of a blueberry patch in an 
Out of the way spot in the Province 
of Quebec, and besini to unload tools. 
Almost as far as the eye could see in 
any direction there was nothing but

The new factory is one o/ the :arg 
est in the world with but a single pro- 
duct. it has been experily designed 
for maximum efficiency and output. 
The processes are arranged in produc- 
tion line tashion, reducing to a mini- 
mum the costly, time-killing handling 
operations which would be necessary 
in an old factory adapted to bomb 
manufacture, 

The production has its beginnings 
at two poinis, the sand tower and the 
Scrap heap, Miniaiure mountains of 
scrap steel stand at one end of the 
plant, Rusty automobile engine blocks, 
old bedsteads, broken farm  imple- 
ments, great chunks of railway steel, 
bales of old wire, and a weird co.lec- 
tion of junk from every section of 
Canada, are picked up by a giant mag- 


line, moulder’s sand brought all the 
way from Illinois is fed from the sand 
tower into great machines that form 
the moulds and cores for the bombs.

TWENTY-TWO LOCOMOTIVES 
FROM BRITAIN 


! Shipped Safely Through 


Mediterranean To Turkey 


Britain's locomotive works are still 
keeping overseas railways supplied 
with equipment despite the fact that 
they are also turning out vast quant- 
ities of such war equipment as tanks, 
torpedoes, shells, bombs, gun mount- 
ings and carriages, and even mooring 
buoys and anchors, 

Twenty-seven locomotives, having 
a total value of over £300,000 were 
shipped from Britain in the first three 
months of this year to Turkey. Egypt, 
Iraq, South Africa and the Straits 
Settlements, 

Shipments are still going on and 
despite war hazards in the Mediter- 
ranean, further deliveries have been 
made to Turkey since the end of the 
first quarter, making a total of 22 
this year. Where new locomotives can- 
not be supplied Britain is sending 
boilers for re-equipping existing en- 
gines, A total of 88 was exported dur- 
ing the March quarter, to India, South 
Africa, Peru and Uruguay. These have 
an average value of £2,000 each. 

Britain’s locomotive works now em- 
ploy over 10,000 hands, including 
man women.

Using Soil Scientists 

Some time ago, in this column, I 
suggested that the necessity of re- 
ducing wheat production provided an 
opportunity to encourage the adop- 
tion of soil conserving practices. This 
opportunity was missed largely be- 
cause we allowed the bulk of our 
grass and clover seed to be exported. 

What about 1942? Perhaps we may 
be able to forget all about acreage 
reduction; but, if not, surely an effort 
should be made to see that the reduc- 
tion is made in the interests of better 
farming. In northern wooded areas, 
yield and quality of wheat can be 
increased by the use of legumes plus 
artificial fertilizers. Grass could be 
used in the rotation with advantage 
to the wheat grower in many parts of 
the plains. 

These problems differ greatly from 
one soil zone to another. In outlining 
an agricultural policy for 1942, all 
available technical information 
should be used. These ideas were 
embodied in a resolution introduced 
to the regional meeting of the 
Canadian Society of Technical Agri- 
culturists at Brandon, by the Agri- 
cultural Director of The North-West 
Line Elevators Association, and 
seconded by the President of the 
Manitoba Wheat Pool. It is certain 
that soil scientists, agrohomists (a 
polite name for field husbandmer’ 
and economists covld ~~ § much 
helpful adv” . 0d, also could 

“many faiuiers. The resolution called 
‘for the appointment of a committee 
of such persons with special training, 
ba pe this can surely be endorsed by all 

us. 

Farmers who have not previously 
sown grass or clover seed should con- 
sult the nearest experimental farm or 
district agriculturist. 

We can grow more wheat and 
better wheat on fewer acres, if we 
follow the examples of our best 
farmers,
